A trade may be carried on in London under cir- 
cumstances which evolve disease, and yet be not un- 
wholesome in Dublin. Dr. Ringland states that the 
number of bakers who died in Dublin in ten years. 
was 16, out of 415. This is not an accurate way 
of placing statistics before the public. The number 
of bakers who die each year, even on this imp erícc!

Why not do so at once? If, as one speaker declared

As to “night work" and long consecutive hours, 
that is a question of wages and of labour, Yow 
cannot so far interfere with labour as to preven 
men working at night, provided they are paid ii 
proportion.

It is an 
unhappy state of circumstances, but still men wil, 
be found ready to sacrifice domestic comfort anc 
natural rest for higher pay. The bakers are not 
the only sufferers. When does a lawyer in gox 
practice retire to rest? When can the physician 
count upon an unbroken nights slumber? Are we 
to have committees appealing to sympathetic ladies 
for legislative interference to prevent the studen’ 
from laying the seeds of disease by midnight study? 
To borrow an illustration from one of the speakers 
the printers of every morning journal must work by 
night—that is, if the public are to have the lates: 
telegrams and the debates in Parliament to the last 
moment of its sitting. Perhaps we shall have com- 
mittees urging the public to take none but evening 
journals, and persuading the stockbroker and mer. 
chant to wait until stock and change are closed for 
the information which is to guide their operations. 
Of course, if the purchasers of bread consent to tak: 
their supply in the evening instead of the morning. 
the matter ie settled. Nor is bread, hot from th 
oven, so very wholesome as to require that men 
should remain up all night in order to provide it. 
But this is a question of individual taste. They who 

r hot bread in the morning will have it, nor 
will there ever be wanting men to make it. 

But, notwithstanding the outcry of the committee 
against night-work, they virtually necessitate night- 
work.

It wasa 
sad truth in one aspect, but a happy one in another 
pint of view, that England and America were the only 
two countries under the sun which sent forth the Gospel 
to the ignorant, and spread its refreshing influence 
abroad. Theelory of Britain had often been spoken of, 
and it was considered a proud and noble position to be 


recognised as one of her people; but it was 
not her wealth or capital, her armies or her 
fleets, which constituted her renown. No! the 


brightest gem in the diadem of the sovereign 
was the Gospel which England taught, both to her own 
and the people of other countries. The wonderful in- 
fluence oí; Holy Writ was the greatest proof of its reality. 
The Revival had borne full testimony to the power 
of the Scriptures, and the pages of every day's histor) 
glowed with accounts of the results achieved by the 
spreading of the Gospel. Me trusted the zeal which 
was now manifested, would increase and multiply, and 
that, although mueh had already been done, it would 
never be said they had rested in their labours because 
they felt they had done sufficient. The Rev. 
W. D. Long (deputation from London) moved 
the next resolution, which was to the effect, that 
the society rejoiced in the fact that the principle upon 
which it was based was becoming more generally re- 
cognised by Christian men, and impressing on all who 
desired to see the work of God spread, the duty of giving 
their hearty assistance and co-operation in the cause. 
Mr. Long said that that society was not only an or- 
ganisation for the circulation of the Scriptures in their 
own country and through Europe, but also a protesting 
eociety for the mastery of truth over error. (Llear, 
hear.) The British and Foreign Society did not profess 
to be a religious society, but one merely for the pur- 
pose of distributing the Seriptures—a sort of selling 
Bible Soclety—and the distinction betweeu them and the 
frinitarian was this—the former circulated the Bible as 
booksellers, but the other did so believing it to be di- 
vinely inspired. In the year 1831 the Trinitarian So- 
ciety was first established, now twenty-nine years ago. 
It was not formed with any antagonistic view 
whatsoever towards the British and Foreign body, for 
they went upon a conscientious feeling of their own 
right. But after much argument aud negociation, the 
result was, that the Trinitarians separated from them 
and became a distinct association in themselves. It 
was aproud thing to consider the progress which had 
already been made by them. A grat work was going 
on in Portugal and Spain, and many of their Bibles 
had been circulat amongst British sailors, and 
even amongst the people of South America, who speak 
the Spanish language. There were some allusions made 
to their expenses, but he (Mr. Long) would say, with 
Vice-Chancellor Woods, who had so expressed himseli 
lately in Loadon, that the Trinitarian Society was one 
of the least expensive of all others. (llear, hear.) 
They could not do without advertisements, and these 
cost a good deal, and, as Mr. Woods said, their 
wants and necessities could not by made known except 
through that medium. He (Mr. Long) was happy, 
however, to state that their funds had been recent) 
greatly increased by some legacies which were lett them.

POWER OF RESISTANCE TO HEAT. 

The power of the human frame to resist heat was 
accidentally discovered in France in 1760, exactly one 
hundred years ago, by two French | go —s who 
wished to ascertain the temperature of an oven for some 
special purpose.

to 102 deg. Fishes are thrown up alive from botling 
voleanoes ; flowers and water plants are observed 
to fourish and grow in boiling springs at a tempe- 
rature of 212 deg., but all preserve their own — 
vital temperature; no matter whether they live in either 
a boiling or frozen temperature, they resist that law of 
caloric which diffuses heat so as to establish an equili- 
brium of temperature, nor will they in frozen regions 
part with their vital heat to inerease that of the sur- 
rounding temperature. Living beings will neither give 
nor receive more or less caloric than they require. Chab- 
bert, a French itinerant experimenter, commonly called 
the “ fire king. withstood the high temperature of a 
chamber of from 400 deg. to 600 deg., while beef was 
being roasted and eggs boiled, owing to his strong vital 
powers. The workmen in Magnus’ patent slate enamel- 
ling establishment in London bear a temperature of 
from 200 deg. to 300 deg. for six hours daily, not only with- 
out inconvenience, but with benefit totheir health. The 
bath attendants in Constantinople enjoy a long lite up to 
ninety years, in robust health and strength; the large 
number of old people in Turkey belonging to the working 
classes is generally remarked. It is estimated that four 
Turkish porters will carry the load of six English, but 
all, rich and poor alike, take the bath and are remark- 
ably temperate. In fact, temperance and baths are reli- 
gious obligations with the Turke—so much so, that the 
criminal condemned to death is as much entitled to his 
weekly bath as he is to his daily food. In Cyprus, where 
the population are partly Christians and ly Maho- 
metans, the latter take the bath as a religious rite, and 
are singularly exempt from pulmonary consumption ; 


while the former, who neglect this physical virtue of 


personal purification, are as subject to this fearful dis- 
ease as other European nations, The physical decay of 
mankind in this great United Kingdom is a question of 
grave consideration among medical philosophers just 
now. I believe it is ascertained that in large cities in 


England half the population are cut off before the age of 


five years, while only one in every thousand reaches the 

age of seventy years, although the general practitioner's 

revenue in England is estimated at five millions annually, 

while the revenue to the exchequer on patent quack 

medicines amount to one hundred thousand pounds a 
ear,

COURT OF PROBATE—Yersrenpar. 

(Before Judge Keatinge.) 
In the matter of John M. Putts, deceased, 
This case came before the court as an application to have 
the seal attached to the probate of the will of Mr, Potts, 
which was granted lately in common form in the Probate 
Court of London. Mr. Potts resided in England, and was 
very wealthy, but the larger portion of his property was in 
this country, and consequently the seal of the Irish Court of 
Probate was required to give validity to the probate issued ia 
London, 

Doctor Ball, Q.C., in supporting the application, said that 
the words of the two acts, the Irish and English, were man- 
datory, and that they left nothing to the discretion of his 
lordship. The probate, which was issued io London, ought 
of necessity to be sealed by the seal of the Irish Court, if such 
were required for the purpose of carrying it out. Previous 
to the enactment of the existing law, much complaint was 
made in relation to this matter, for there was such a 
variety of jurisdictions, and consequently euch a 
divermty of opinions, that it was impossible § to 
know whether a bill which was declared good in England 
would be held to be good in Ireland, and tice versa, A 
uniformity in the law of the two countries was considered 
most desirable, and therefore the present law was intro- 
duced. According to it, in his opinion, the action of the 
Irish Probate Court was altogether ministerial, so far as 
regarded the affixing of its seal to those probates which bad 
been granted in England. The court could not refuse to 
affix the seal in such cases when required. There was no 
discretion whatever left to the Irish judge; he was found to 
affix his seal as soon as he received the certificate of the 
granting of the probate in England. It was never intended 
by the statute that the Irish court should have a second 
jurisdiction m cases of this kind; on the — it was 
obviously intended that it should be merely ancillary and 
ministerial. Dr. Ball then cited severa! owes for the par- 
pase of showing that the words of the act were mandatory, 
and not permissive. Ile also pointed out the inconvenience 
and public detriment which would arise from having separate 
and conflicting tribunals in such cases, and inferred therefrom 
that it could not have been the intention of the Legislature 
to allow the Irish Probate Court to resist or obstruct the 
proceedings of the English Probate Court. At the same 
time, the affixing of the seal of the Irish court did not in 
any way debar the — parties from investigating the 
nature of the will. They could contest it if they pleased, 
aad it was only necessary to have a citation issued in London 
for that purpose. But his lordship could not legally offer any 
obstacle to the operation of the pm as granted, until the 
court which hai granted it revoked or suspended it. In his 
(Dr. Balle) opinion the Irish judge was bound to respect the 
action of the English court in such cases. 

Mr. Andrews, C, appeared on the other side. Ile sai! 
that the section of the statute referred to, alihough to a cer- 
tain extent directory, was not altogether mandatory. He 
denied in foto that the office of the Irish Court of Probate, 
in cases of the present kind, was merely ministerial, The 
Irish court had sts jurisdiction as well as the English one, 
and was bound to exercise it, There was nothing in the 
Engleh Act of Parliament which tended to oust the 
jurisdiction of the Irish court, and it was an estab- 
lwhed principle in the interpretation of statutes, that 
where a jurisdiction existed before the passing of a law, 
that jurisdiction was not affected unless negative words 
were introduced into the law for that purpose, The genera! 
principle of the statutes bearing upon this question was, 
that the law as regarded domicile should prevail and be 
respected, and if different decisions bad been given, they 
must have arisen from neglecting that rule, Surely it was 
never intended by the Legislature that the Irish judge, in 
cases of this kind, should exercise no control; and if it were. 
see the position in which it placed him. How could he 
know but that the will would be contested, and that the 
probate would be declared bad; and vet, according to Dr. 
Ball, he was required by the act fo affix the seal of his 
court to it. Again, where resided the authority which re- 
quired the Irish judge to oust bis own jurisdiction, which 
was established by law, and which existed from time imme- 
morial. The English act certainly did not presume to do 
so it did not relate to property in Ireland, either in lands or 
m the funde nor was there anything in the act from which 
it could be inferred that the Irish judge was in such cases to 
act merely as a ministerial office’. 

Mr. Todd followed on the same side and argued that it 
was quite discretionary with the Irish judge whether he 
should affix the seal of his court to a probate granted in 
England or not, It was abeurd to say thatthe law bound 
hm todo so. Suppose en lrishman—a member of Parlia- 
ment, for instance, with only a few pounds in his pocket—died 
in London, and all whose property was inthis country—eup- 
pe administration was taken oat for him there, surely the 

rish judge was not bound to affix his seal to that document. 
even although acaveat had been lodged inthe case? There 
was nothing more clear than that the ceurt in England bad 
no hg to appoint an administrator in Ireland, or to grant a 
E vate affecting property in Ireland. Such a probate must 
issued by that court, and any probate granted im Eng land 
affecting property here, before it can have any force, must 
have received the authority and sanction of that court, Jn 
his opinion the statute merely prescribed a short process 
for uncontested suits, arid to save Xx pense to the tles, by 
having the probate which was granted in England con 
firmed by the Irish court. Moreover, he could not see the 
use of the seal of the Irish court, if the judge were bound 
to affix it to an English probate. The ailixing of it in that 
case would be nothing more than an idle form.

THE POOR LAW BILL. 

Mr. Hyndman said he wished to call the attention_of 
the board to the amendment of the Poor Law Bill re- 
cently introduced. He considered it would be most 
dangerous to allow it to pass through the House with- 
out condemning it. (Hear, hear ) 

The Chairman said it was necessary that notice should 
be given before they could consider the bill. 

Mr. Hyndman said there was no time to do so, as the 
bifl would be read a second time before notice could be 

ven. 

Captain Lindsay objected to any discussion on the bill 
without notice, as he considered there was sufficient 
time to do so, 

Mr. Iiyndman said he would move that the standing 
orders of the board be suspended, to allow the discus- 
sion on the subject. They would not get a copy of the 
bill in time to give notice of motion 

Captain Lindsay said that before the motion was 
passed, he would warn the board of the very serious in- 
convenience of interfering with the standing orders. 

Mr. Austin was of opinion the bill ought to be con- 
sidered, as they bad already received a copy of it, 

Captain Lindsay said it was printed on the 27th 
March. 

Mr. Austin observed, that there were provisions in 
the bill for the purpose of giving an opportunity of 
bringing up all the poor children in the Roman reli-

The Chairman observed that Mr. Austin was con- 
sidering a provision of the bill which he could net do 
us less the motion was passed.

That clause ap- 
peared to be a very humane and charitable one; tut 
there was no provision like that in the present code, for
